THE  WAIl  ON  THE  DANUBE. 

’  We  entirely  concur  with  the  Times  in  regretting  the  ab- 
jence  of  accurate  infonnation  respecting  the  events  which 
^  now  taking  place  on  the  banks  of  the  Danube.  We 
ctnnot  however  help  asking  the  question,  AVho  is  to  blame 
for  our  ignorance  on  the  subject?  Considering  the  re- 
jourees  at  the  command  of  our  contemporary — considering 
boir  authoritatively  the  Times  is  accustomed  to  speak  con- 
feming  foreign  afTairs,  and  how  large  a  portion  of  the 
public  depends  on  no  other  source  for  information,  it  appears 
I  little  surprising  that  no  correspondent  of  that  paper 
ihould  have  been  stationed  on  the  scene  of  operations,  but 
that  the  accounts  which  regulate  to  a  great  extent  the  mer¬ 
cantile  afTairs  of  the  country  should  he  merely  rumours 
derived  from  Russian  sources,  and  transmitted  by  Austrian 
offiriuls  to  Vienna. 

Nor  can  we  congratulate  the  Tmes  on  the  felicity  of  the 
conjectures  with  which  it  seeks  to  supply  the  absence  of  ac¬ 
curate  information.  Our  remarks  last  week,  written  on  the 
receipt  of  the  first  intelligence  that  the  Turks  had  crossed 
the  Danube,  drew  from  our  contemporary  something  like  a 
ineer.  Wo  ventured  to  point  out  that  the  fact  of  the 
Ottoman  army  having  entered  Wallachia  would  expose  the 
weakness  and  braggadocio  of  the  Russians,  and  that  the 
moral  effects  of  this  decided  step  must  necessarily  he  pro¬ 
digious.  Our  contemporary,  on  the  other  hand,  treated  the 
advance  of  the  Turks  as  a  rash  and  precipitate  measure, 
proceeding  not  from  tho  deliberate  judgment  of  the  Ottoman 
Coroniander-in-Chief,  but  from  the  irresistible  passionsof  tho 
wild  and  fanatical  host  over  which  ho  exercised  merely  a  no¬ 
minal  command — wholly  overlooking  the  obvious  considera¬ 
tion  that  as  the  intention  of  the  Turks  to  cross  tho  Danube 
at  Widdin  was  well  known  for  some  days  before  the  move¬ 
ment  actually  took  place,  tho  Russian  (ieneral  would  in  all 
probability  have  attacked  them  whilst  only  a  portion  of  their 
force  had  effected  tho  passage,  if  he  had  been  in  a  situation 
to  attack  them  at  all.  Whether  the  sensation  produced  by 
the  Turks  taking  the  initiative  has  been  considerable  in  the 
West,  our  readers  are  able  to  judge  for  themselves.  Of  its 
effect  in  Wallachia  tho  following  account  appears  in  the 
columns  of  tho  'Times  : 

Vienna,  Nov.  5.

As  affording  further  materials  for  estimating  the  effect 
which  this  movement  will  probably  produce,  wo  beg  leave  to 
call  attention  to  the  following  letter  from  Bucharest,  which 
has  been  addressed  to  Mr  Golesco; 

Bucharest,  Oct.  18. 

The  hatred  entertained  against  the  Russians  is  universal.  They 
•why  their  conduct  carrying  on  a  terrible  propaganda  against  thein- 
Wyes.  Almost  all  the  houses  have  troops  billeted  upon  them,  those 
whiA  have  not  jtay  an  enormous  contribution.  All  the  large  bouses 
in  Bucharest  (eicept  those  of  the  great  Boyards)  have  been  put  in  re- 
qniiitlon  to  make  hospitals.  A  terrible  epidemic  reigns  in  the  array : 

80,000  men  are  tick.  The  national  treasure  has  been  seized, 
ws  month  tho  salaries  of  the  employe t  has  been  stopped.  During 
|M  night  the  Russian  guard  alone  discharges  the  duties  of  police. 
It  u  raid  that  General  Daunenberg  will  be  named  President  of  the 
Mnapslities. 

Bven  those  Boyards  who  formerly  were  well  disposed  towards  the 
Iwisiani,  now  detest  them  ;  but  they  naturally  fear  the  approach  of 
1^  Pasha’s  array.  On  the  Danubian  frontier  the  Buttiam  troopi 
I’a  UKUM  (par  tnaiut).  General  discontent  prevails  in  tho 
allachian  militia.  At  a  review  which  took  place  a  few  days  ago, 
to  the  soldiers  that  they  would  soon  perhaps  be 
*••<1  upon  to  take  part  io  the  conflict.  Murmttrt  were  hettrd  at 
*y**iwrt/e,  and  the  loldiart  gave  kirn  to  understand  that  he  might  go  by 
that  as  for  themselves,  they  would  not  march  with  the  Rui- 
opportunity  alone  is  wanting— and  this  feeling  of 
••‘rea  will  burst  forth.  .  .  .  And  yet  there  are  strange  rumours 
^vrent  here.  Toll  us  positively  if  it  be  true,  as  they  would  persuade 
here,  that  France  and  England  have  abandoned  Turkey  1 

This  letter,  we  think,  throws  some  light  on  the  relative 
^tions  of  the  two  armies.  Omar  Paslia  was  represented 
by  the  Times,  in  criticising  our  statement  of  last  week,  as 
f<yaocing  into  a  hostile  country.  But  later  intelligence 
Wormg  US  that  the  Turkish  General  is  arming  fugitive 
''mlachians,  who  are  thus  enabled  to  carry  on  a  guerilla 
Hwfare  iu  the  rear  of  the  Russians— a  fact*  confirmed  by 
.  Proclamation  of  the  state  of  siege  throughout  the  Prin- 
®*P®lity  by  Prince  Qortschakoff.  This  movement  on  the 
l*rt  of  the  Wallachians,  and  the  great  desertion  prevalent 
^ongst  the  Russian  troops  (also  incidentally  confirmed 
other  sources),  added  to  the  sickness  which,  even 
to  their  own  account,  has  disabled  12,000  men, 
^^whkh,  we  think,  may  safely  be  estimated  (at  a  mean) 
haviag  placed  *20,000  Itots  du  combat,  explain  the  inac- 
of  the  Rassian  corps  d'armie. 

^y  consists,  according  to  information  on  which,  as 
fiiH  reliance  mi^  be  placed,  of  four  and  a  half 


divisions  of  infantry  and  two  of  cavaliy.  Estimating  the 
former  at  12,000  men  each,  and  tho  latter  at  5,000  (the 
highest  numbers  admissible),  tho  total  Russian  force  in 
Wallachia  will  amount  to  04,000  men.  If  we  deduct 
20,000  from  this  number  for  the  sick  and  the  absent,  there 
will  remain  44,000  to  make  head  against  Omar  Pacha.  As 
these  are  spread  over  a  lino  of  150  miles,  it  is  extremely 
improbable  that  Prince  Gortschakoff  can  concentrate  more 
than  20,000  on  a  single  point.  Should  Omar  Pacha, 
therefore,  be  able  to  attack  with  30,000,  which,  considering 
the  forces  at  his  disposal,  and  that  ho  has  the  initiative, 
appears  by  no  means  improbable,  a  decisive  victory  in 
favour  of  tho  Turks  will  probably  bo  tho  result. 

At  the  same  time  we  are  not  disposed  to  conclude,  with 
the  'Times  (which,  as  it  appears  to  us,  has  now  fallen  into 
a  very  opposite  extreme  to  that  of  under-rating  tho  successes 
of  the  Turks),  that  intelligence  of  such  a  victory  has  already 
reached  this  country.  The  battle,  the  scene  of  which  our 
contemporary  places  between  Kalafat  and  Krajova,  appears 
to  ho  merely  another  version  of  the  encounter  at  OInit/.a, 
which  took  place  some  hundred  miles  farther  to  the  east¬ 
ward.  The  supposition  that  there  has  been  a  secoml  and 
more  decisive  engagement  is  bjvsod  on  the  supposition  that 
fourteen  superior  oHicers  have  fallen.  Rnt  this  is  probably 
a  niis-translation  of  the  word  oher-<)(fiziere,  a  term  which 
includes  captains  and  lieutenants.  The  Russian  terra  for 
superior  officers  would  in  a  German  translation  bo  stab- 
offiziere — staff  officers. 

We  must  again  repeat,  that  the  occupation  of  liittlo  cr 
Western  Wallachia  by  the  Turks  is  of  tho  utmost  import¬ 
ance  as  regards  their  relations  with  Austria.  Should  that 
Power  renew  tho  attempt  to  steal  Relgrado  (aheis  at  present 
collecting  an  army  iu  the  vicinity  of  that  fortress),  or  should 
she  i>ermit  Russia  to  invite  the  Montenegrins  to  rebellion, 
by  supplying  them  with  munitions  of  war  through  the  Port 
of  Cattaro,  Omar  Pacha  can  at  once  fire  tho  train  of  a  mine 
the  explosion  of  which  will  shako  tho  throne  of  Francis 
dose])h.  A  few  thousand  stand  of  arms,  which  can  easily 
ho  transported  into  Hungary  fnim  Little  Wallachia,  will 
he  quite  sufficient  to  find  employment  for  all  the  disposable 
,  troops  of  the  Empire.  And  though  it  is  of  course  not  to  bo 
I  supposed  that  tho  Porte  will  unnecessarily  provoke  the  hos- 
I  tility  of  Austria,  still  few  will  doubt  that  in  her  fears  is  to 
bo  found  the  best  guarantee  for  her  professions  of  neutrality. 

It  further  appears  that  the  Turks  have  crossed  tho  Danube 
in.  at  least  four,  if  not  at  five  different  points  ;  for  the 
presence  of  a  detachment  at  Kalaracho  indic^ites  that  they 
I  have  effected  a  passage  at  Silistria,  although  no  intelligence 
of  this  fact  has  as  yet  reached  us.  It  is  also  admitted,  even 
by  Austrian  and  Russian  writers,  that  these  *'  barbarians 
from  the  heart  of  Asia,”  instead  of  plundering  and  burning 
(us  wo  were  assured  was  the  least  that  could  bo  expected  of 
them),  pay  for  all  they  require — not  like  the  Russians  (who 
are  so  much  more  advanced  in  civilisation),  with  blow’s,  but 
with  hard  piastres.  We  cannot  help  asking  by  the  way, 
how  it  happens  that  our  contemporary  and  Mr  Cobden, 
who  find  so  much  sympathy  for  the  Christians  living 
under  tho  rule  of  the  Sultan,  without,  as  is  admitted 
ou  all  hands,  suffering  at  least  any  present  oppression,  have 
not  one  word  of  commiseration  for  the  Christians  of  Wal¬ 
lachia,  who  are  ground  to  the  earth  by  the  intolerable  exac¬ 
tions  of  the  Protector  of  the  Orthodox.  Yet  he,  it  must  be 
remembered,  has  no  better  title  to  wring  a  contribution 
from  the  Wallachian  peasant  tlian  the  burglar  who  breaks 
into  his  hut ;  whilst  the  Sultan  has  at  least  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  of  four  centuries  to  justify  the  rule  which  he  humanely 
exercises  over  his  Christian  subjects.  We  earnestly  recom* 
mend  the  case  of  the  Wallachians  to  the  attention  of  these 
modern  Crusaders. 

THE  PROPOSAL  AMENDED,  AND  THE  MARE’S 
NEST  FEATHERED. 

The  Modest  Proposal  has  been  amended  to  a  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  Great  Exhibition,  under  cover  of  which,  how* 
ever,  comes  the  statue  to  Prince  Albert. 

That  the  Exhibition  deserves  to  be  remembered  no  one 
can  dispute ;  but  is  there  the  slightest  danger  of  its  beina 
forgotten  ?  and  is  it  not  sure  of  ite  place  in  history  in  full 
proportions  of  importance,  whether  or  not  a  monument  mark| 
the  place  where  it  stood. 

The  Bishop  of  Oxford  indeed  remarks — 

You  propose  to  llz  hr  a  standing  memorial  the  recollection  of  the 
great  succesa  of  the  Exhibition  of  1861.  (Cheers.)  Now  I  think 
there  are  abundant  reasons  why  such  a  moveroeDt  should  be  made  at 
this  time  rather  tbim  later,  and  why  such  a  movement  should  be  made 
at  all.  (Cheers.)  I  think  that  the  movement,  if  made  at  all,  should 
be  made  at  this  time  rather  than  later,  because  it  is  the  natural  course 
of  things  that  a  fact,  however  important  ia  Uedf,  should  by  dogrees  past 
out  of  the  recolhetien  of  men  at  etents  flow  on,  and,  being  eeenfrom  a 
distance,  lose  in  their  estimate  ite  proper  magnitude.  It  is  of  ^  very 
nature  of  thinge  solid  that,  instead  of  being  boms  akmg  upon  the  eurfaee 
of  the  etream  of  time,  they  tinh  gradually  down  beneath  its  waters  /  and 
therefore  vritb  regard  to  this  great  fact,— and  a  great  fact  I  hold  it  to 
have  bsen,— if  any  memorial  is  to  be  raised  al  all,  I  think  it  should 
be  raised  while  yet  the  memory  of  its  greatnem  holds  ite  true  place 
io  the  impression  of  those  by  whom  it  was  witnessed.  (CheMs.) 

This  is  a  philosophy  made  for  the  occasion.  The  truth  it 
trite  to  oommoD'place  that  preNnt  facts  «re  not  tetn  in  their' 


full  proportions  of  importance  because  they  are  too  near  us. 
Some  distance  is  necessary  to  the  view  of  a  great  object.  You 
see  a  particle  of  dust  indeed  most  clearly  and  distinctly  a  few 
iqohos  from  your  eyes,  but  you  cannot  survey  St  PauPs  at 
arm’s-length.  So  it  is  with  present  events,  their  relations 
and  bearings  are  not  comprehensively  embraced,  but  as  time 
removes  them  we  obtain  the  distance  which  enables  us  to  take 
in  their  scope  and  dimensions,  and  their  harmonious  con¬ 
nection  with  objects  preceding  and  following  them.  For 
example  of  the  last  point,  the  time  will  doubtless  come  when 
advances  in  the  arts  may  be  directly  traceable  to  the  Exhi¬ 
bition  of  ’51,  and  surely  that  practical  evidence  must 
greatly  enhance  the  appreciation  of  the  event. 

But  mark  how  the  bishop  disposes  of  the  question  by 
fignrafive  logic.  He  has  only  to  make  time  a  stream,  and 
solid  things  sink  to  the  bottom,  while  the  light  float  on  tha 
surface.  And  thus,  the  Exhibition  being  in  danger  of 
sinking  in  the  stream,  the  bishop  proposes  to  buoy  it  up 
not  with  cork,  but  with  stone ! 

Now  we  should  very  much  like  to  know  what  solid  things 
have  gone  to  tho  bottom  in  the  stream  of  time,  solely  and 
wholly  for  want  of  monuments  to  float  them  ? 

Cressy  and  Agincourt  have  lived  in  the  tradiliona  of  man 
without  any  sculptor’s  help  ;  Trafalgar  is  not  dependent  for 
fame  on  the  square  ;  nor  Waterloo  on  its  bridge.  Jenner’s 
discovery,  which  has  saved  more  lives  than  all  the  conquerors 
that  over  wasted  the  world  have  over  destroyed,  had  no 
monument  to  record  it,  but  it  lives  in  memory,  and  has  not 
lost  in  the  world’s  estimation  of  the  greatest  service  to 
humanity.  Are  these,  then,  of  the  order  of  the  light  things 
that  float  on  the  surface  of  tho  stream  of  time,  or  of  the 
heavy  that  should  sink,  according,  to  tho  bishop’s  law  of 
gravitation? 

But  Dr  Wilherforce  may  perhaps  answer,  that  the  great 
solid  facts  which  have  sunk  for  want  of  monumental  proM, 
in  ready  money  as  it  were,  cannot  be  instanced,  for  this 
simple  reason,  that  they  are  lost.  And  this  is  an  argument 
which  wo  certainly  cannot  meet,  and  the  corollary  must  bo 
that  all  the  facts  surviving  in  memory  or  the  psge  of  his¬ 
tory,  without  the  help  of  inonunients,  must  he  matters  of  no 
weight  or  importance,  while  the  hod  of  time’s  stream  must 
be  loaded  with  the  great  sunken  events  of  the  world.  And 
alas !  there  is  no  diving  l»ell  by  which  tliese  richoa  can  be 
fished  up  like  the  wreck  of  the  lloyal  Geoi^e. 

We  cannot  pretend  to  compete  with  Bishop  Wiberforce 
in  figure.  Tho  originality  of  the  illustration  of  the  stream 
of  time,  and  the  floating  thereon,  or  sinking  therein  by  reason 
of  specific  gravity,  is  what  we  shall  not  attempt  to  rival,  but 
a  more  homely  metaphor  better  suits  our  turn.  Thus,  then, 
wo  should  say,  the  washerwoman  who  spreads  her  clothes  to 
bleach  on  the  grass,  noting  that  tho  breeze  lifts  up  light 
things,  whirls  them  aloft,  and  carries  them  off  in  the  regions 
of  air,  while  solids  remain,  as  lawyers  would  say,  attached  to 
tho  realty,  the  careful  woman  takes  up  a  stone  and  puts  it 
on  her  linen  to  ensure  it  stability  and^  an  abiding  place 
against  the  inconstant  winds ;  and  so  it  it  that  Bishop  Wil- 
berforeo  proposes  to  put  a  stone  on  the  Exhibition,  that  it 
may  keep  a  green  place  in  memory  on  the  graaa  in  Hyde 
park. 

We  think  the  Exhibition  deserves  a  higher  compliment 
than  this.  We  think  it  an  event  big  enough  to  take  care  of 
itself.  We  think  it  fills  a  space  which  dispenses* with  any 
small  guide-post.  Its  medal  is  the  year  1861,  with  the 
scroll  in  thousands  of  minds  already  the  pregnant  motto  on 
tho  medal  for  a  great  victory,  “  I  was  there !  ” 

There  is  no  need  of  calling  in  the  memoria  tschnica  in 
this  instance,  and  putting  up  a  sign  to  help  people  to 
remember  what  they  are  not  likely  to  forget. 

Bishop  Wilherforce,  however,  with  some  unhappy  consis¬ 
tency  thinks  otherwise,  and  with  true  Traotarian  propensity 
inclines  to  symbols  and  sensible  images.  What  is  the  sign 
of  the  cross  but  a  commemoration,  what  the  telling  the 
beads  but  a  help  to  memory?  In  all  things  Rome  for  the 
Romish. 

The  Bishop  of  Oxford  is  reputed  an  excellent  speaker, 
and  no  doubt  he  spoke  his  very  best  for  the  Lord  Mayor's 
project,  and  this  being  the  case,  we  take  the  last  sentence  in 
the  quoted  passage  to  be  quite  a  curiosity  in  ita  way,  and 
deserving  or  a  momorial  to  prevent  its  sinking  to  the 
bottom  in  the  stream  of  time,  as  such  stoliditiM  are  apt 
to  do. 

**  If  any  memorial  Is  to  be  raised  at  all  I  think  it  should

SIR  CHARLES  HOTHAM  IN  THE  RIVER 
PLATE. 

After  more  than  twelve  months'  absence.  Sir  Charles 
Hotham  and  M.  St  (leorges  have  just  returned  from  the 
special  missions  to  the  River  Plate  with  which  they  were 
entrusted  by  their  respective  Oovemraents.  To  foreatal 
their  arrival,  and  to  prevent  European  interference  with  hia 
rising  fortunes,  llrquiza,  it  may  he  recollected,  when  in 
full  blaze  of  his  early  success  and  by  virtue  of  his  then  die* 
tutorial  authority,  issued  his  celebrated  Decree,  and  opened 


here  the  patents  of  nobility 
the  honour  of  productive  industry, 
honour  that  industry  could  not  come  from  a  more  appropriate  quarter 
than  from  a  Lord  Mayor  who,  through  the  whole  period  of  his  may¬ 
oralty,  has  shown  a  desire  to  use  his  high  office  to  promote  education, 
and  to  aid  the  social  advancement  and  promote  the  moral  well-being 
of  the  people.  (Cheers.) 

Ofcx)urKetho  bishop  can  smile  at  the  objections  to  tho 
ofliciousness  of  the  I.ord  Mayor.  As  Lord  Derby  toM  him, 
asmiloalways  simmers  upon  tho  surface  of  his  over-hoiling 
hitterness ;  but  letting  that  puss,  wo  deny  that  the  Lord  Mayor 
is  tho  fitting  representative  of  commercial  interests  and  feel¬ 
ings.  The  corporation  of  London  and  tho  commerce  of  Lon¬ 
don  are  two  very  distinct  things.  A  I/)rd  Mayor  may  be  a 
pastrycook,  a  mercer,  a  haherda.sher,  a  grocer,  a  tallow- 
chandler,  but  he  cannot  be  a  great  merchant,  because  a  great 
merchant  would  not  stoop  to  the  office  of  Lord  Mayor.  The 
first  magistrate  of  tho  City  is  of  no  more  importance 
as  regards  commerce  than  tho  first  magistrate  of  any 
other  jwlice  district  of  London.  He  has  only  the  dis¬ 
tinction  of  l)eing  tlio  first  magistrate  of  tho  worst  governed 
and  host  jobbed  section  of  the  metropolis.  'I'he  Mayor  of 
Portsmouth  might  as  well  claim  to  bo  a  high  nautical  autho¬ 
rity,  or  the  Mayor  of  Chatham  to  bo  a  high  military  one,  as 
the  Lord  Mayor  to  he  u  high  commercial  authority.  He 
happens  to  preside  in  a  city  whose  commerce  is  great,  and 
whose  merchant  princes  shun  the  coriwration  as  utterly  be¬ 
neath  them,  and  beside  their  pursuits.  Tho  vestries  of 
Murylehone,  Paddington,  and  Paiicrus  are  al)0ut  as  com- j 
morcial  as  tiie  corporation  of  Lutidoii.  (.'uvier  places  a 
creature  with  a  stomach  only  at  the  lK)ttom  of  the  scale  of 
organised  matter,  and  such  is  tho  City  corporation,  like  that 
wretched  jelly  bug  found  on  tho  beach  cummonly  called  a 

purse.” 

The  counterfeit  character  of  the  City  will  betray  itself 
upon  every  opportunity.  This  week  it  lias  had  its  show,  its 
tomfoolery  for  the  year,  got  uj)  by  the  nmnuger  of  Astley’s  !

What  is  the  Lord  Mayor  himself  hut  a  gilt  j 
gingerbread  magistrate  ?  The  realities,  under  all  the  dis- ! 
guises,  are  the  gluttonies  and  the  jobberies,  and  out  of| 
such  a  body  comes  a  voice  pretending  to  be  the  organ  of 
commerce,  while  it  is  simply  greedy  adulation. 

The  merits  of  the  Exhibition  have  been  fully  and  heartily 
recognised  by  this  journal,  and  wc  have  gratefully  acknow¬ 
ledged  the  services  of  the  Prince  who  so  ably  conducted  the 
gigantic  undertaking  through  many  discouragements  and  dif¬ 
ficulties,  which  would  have  daunted  a  less  constant  and  reso¬ 
lute  spirit,  to  its  final  splendid  success.  Our  objection  to  the 
proposed  commemoration  cannot  then  bo  imputed  to  underrat¬ 
ing  the  importance  of  the  event,  or  disparagemeut  of  the  part 
which  Prince  All)ert  acted  in  it ;  on  tlie  contrary,  it  is  because 
we  so  highly  appreciate  the  effects,  present  and  future,  of 
the  Exhibition  that  we  dislike  a  hackneyed  common-place 
mode  of  recording  it, — not  for  the  object  professed,  but  for 


perty,  as  well  as  in  other  things  essential  to  an  English¬ 
man's  well-being.  One  of  these  is  more  or  less  liberty  to 
worship  his  Maker ;  another,  to  bo  buried  decently,  if  he 
chance  to  die  abroad.  A  third  important  point  is  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  his  children.  If  an  JOnglish  merchant  in  Constan¬ 
tinople  were  not  allowed  to  rear  his  children  in  any  other 
than  tho  Mahometan  creed,  ho  might  fairly  say  that  he  is 
injured,  and  his  country  is  injured,  and  he  cannot  stay  to 
conduct  his  trade  or  his  business  in  Constantinople.  In  all 
these  things,  in  short,  an  Plnglishman  has  a  right  to  look  to 
his  (iovernment  for  a  certain  protection. 

There  has  just  now  been  brought  before  the  British 
public  the  case  of  an  rhiglishman  abroad  who  was  not* 
allowed  to  continue  to  educate  the  sons  of  Englishmen, 
simply  because  he  was  discovered  to  he  a  Protestant,  and  was 
permitting  his  scholars  to  he  taught  Protestant  principles, 
'rhis  took  place,  not  in  'Turkey,  hut  in  Naples,  a  far  less 
liberal,  a  fur  less  civilized,  and  a  far  less  Christian  country. 

English  families  at  Naples  are  numerous.  'Their  presence 
adds  very  largely  to  the  prosperity  of  that  kingdom.  'J’hey 
bring  their  children  with  tlieni  in  sufficient  iiumhors  to 
repay  an  English  teacher’s  opening  a  school  for  them.  Mr 
Hamilton  comes  forward  to  meet  the  demand,  and  opens  a 
school.  Ho  succeeds,  his  school  is  in  full  vigour,  and 
having  a  proper  sense  of  his  <luties  and  liabilities,  his  en¬ 
gagements  for  expenditure  and  payment  are  of  course  propor- 
!  tionately  stringent  upon  him.  But  the  Roman  Catholic  ciergj' 
of  Naples  suddenly  object  to  Mr  Hamilton  teaching  English 
I  hoys,  'i’ho  hoys  are  Protestants  to  be  sure,  hut,  having 
*  tho  honour  to  be  brought  up  in  the  Kingdom  of  Naples, 
Ithoy  are  Rome’s  by  right,  waifs  to  tho  Pope,  Such  is  tlie 
|Neapolitau  law.  So  the  clergy  straightway  summon  Mr 
I  Hamilton  to  turn  Catholic  himself,  or  at  least  subject 
I  his  school  to  a  Neapolitan  Roman  Catholic  inspection.  Mr 
Hamilton  refuses  to  do  either ;  whereupon  the  Neapolitan 
clergy,  for  this  his  crime,  call  in  their  brothers  the  Nea¬ 
politan  police,  peremptorily  close  the  school,  and  leave  Mr 
Hamilton  not  only  with  his  prospects  ruined,  hut  deprived 
of  all  means  of  mooting  his  current  engagements. 

Mr  Hamilton  applies  to  the  British  embassy,  and  is  there 
told  that  the  conduct  of  the  Neapolitan  police  is  of  course 
prejwsterous  and  absurd,  as  well  as  unjust.  'The  English  have 
a  treaty  with  Naples,  signed  hut  the  other  day,  which  stipu¬ 
lates  that  the  police  shall  not  enter  an  Englishman's  domi¬ 
cile  without  a  legal  warrant,  and  moreover  that  nil  English¬ 
men  shall  be  at  liberty  to  pursue  their  trades  and  callings 
unmolested  and  uninjured.  'This  treaty  is  formally  and 
satisfactorily  expounded  to  Mr  Hamilton.  Ho  goes  home 
quite  refreshed  by  the  unanimous  declaration  of  the  minister 
and  all  his  attaches  to  the  efiect  that  Mr  Hamilton’s  pro¬ 
perty  is  sacred,  that  the  Neajiolitan  police  has  no  right  to 
molest  him,  and  that  he  may  go  on  teaching  in  all  security. 

Nevertheless  this  turns  out  to  he  a  mistake,  and  Mr 
Hamilton  thinks  it  advisable  to  apply  to  the  Marquis  For¬ 
tunate,  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.  'This  gentleman  has 
become  somewhat  celebrated  for  his  correspondence  with 
Mr  Gladstone.  Our  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  a  me- 
murablo  occasion  Informed  the  Marquis  that  he  liad  written 
a  pamphlet  giving  an  account  of  the  doings  of  the  Nea¬ 
politan  Government,  but  that  he  would  not  allow  it  to  seo  i 
the  light  if  the  Government  would  liberate  Poerio,  and  i 
consent  to  other  acts  of  justice.  'The  Marquis  pocketed  i 
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to  the  commerce  of  all  nations  tho  navigation  of  the  various 
streams  running  through  the  upper  provinces  of  the  Argen¬ 
tine  Confederation,  and  enfifring  the  great  cstuaty  of  the 
Plato  a  little  above  tho  island  of  Martin  Garcia,  which, 
situate  at  their  confluence,  commands  their  mouths.  And 
now.  Sir  Charles  and  his  brother  diplomatist  bring  to  Europe 
treaties  professing  to  have  the  same  object,  concluded  with 
TJrquiza  in  the  depth  of  his  misfortunes,  on  the  10th  of  July 
last.  And  the  American  Minister  has  also,  we  believe,  se¬ 
cured  for  the  United  States  all  the  advantages,  whatever 
they  may  he,  derivable  from  a  similar  convention.  That, 
then,  which  TJrquiza  purposely  avoided  doing  when  he  really 
possessed  the  power  of  Dictator,  and  was  in  full  possession  of 
Buenos  Ayres  itself,  he  has  been  only  too  eager  to  concede 
when  his  authority  had  become  so  nominal  that  he  himself 
was  a  fugitive,  saved  only  from  destruction  by  the  interces¬ 
sion  of  the  very  Diplomatists  who  have  thus  oddly  concluded 
their  missions.  'This  last  incident  is  not,  therefore,  one  of 
the  least  singular  of  the  occurrences  which  have  made  the 
affairs  of  the  Plate  such  a  puzzle  to  all  except  those  who  have 
patiently  followed  the  intricacies  of  Spanish-American  in¬ 
trigue  and  erabroglio. 

The  object  of  TJrquiza  in  thus  concluding  these  Unties 
is  clear  and  plain  enough.  By  them  he  has,  in  the  midst  of 
his  misfortunes,  procured  a  recognition  of  the  legality  of  ffe 
position  he  affects  still  to  occupy  as  Chief  of  the  ArgenUne 
Confederation  at  the  hands  of  the  three  great  mariliBe 
powers,  or  at  least  of  ^their  representatives ;  and  upon  this 
recognition  he  will  doubtless  try  to  prolong  those  struggle* 
and  that  bloodshed  in  the  Plate,  which  are  far  more  injurious 
to  our  trade,  and  to  all  trade,  than  even  the  obstructed  or 
the  closed  navigation  of  the  Uruguay  and  the  Parana, 
is  the  design  of  the  English  and  French  ]\rini8teri  m  thus 
snatching  from  a  desperate  and  prostrate  soldier  the  oonc^ 
sions  in  question  very  obscure.

It  is  now  asserted  that  this  force,  which  wai  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  General  Daiinenberg,  numbered  between  80,000  and  40,000  mei 
and  that  it  was  in  position  between  Kr^ova  and  Blatina,  so  wto  iatsicspt 
the  route  from  Kalafat  to  Bucharest.  The  Turks,  we  ware  alio  told  bytM 
latest  despatches,  were  occupying  Lesser  Wallachia, — that  is  to  nj,  the 
country  about  Kalafat — with  12,000  man  ;  but,  as  this  wu  evidently  the 
chief  point  at  which  the  Danube  was  to  be  crossed,  it  is  probable  that  the 
force  referred  to  had  received  constant  angroentationi  from  the  other  buk 


of  the  stream.  Indeed,  it  was  expressly  mentioned  that  *  large  bedl  i’ of 
Turkish  troops  were  concentratea  round  Widdin — the  fort  opposite  to 
Kalafat,  and  all  these  could,  of  course,  be  brought  over  withost  mneh 
difficulty  when  the  passage  of  the  river  had  been  oace  secured.  Now, 
whether  the  Russians  a«ivanced  to  attack  the  Turks,  or  the 'Turks  u 
marching  up  the  country  encountered  the  Unssiaiii,  we  are  not  folly  in¬ 
formed  ;  but  it  is  between  these  two  armies  that  ‘  the  battle’ reported  must 
apparently  have  been  fought.  Nor  can  we  have  any  doubt  that  it  proved 
dl^aatrous  to  the  Russian  troops.  We  are,  it  is  true,  merely  told  tbit 
‘fourteen  superior  Russian  officers  were  killed,’ and  that  '  the  Rosstsns 
were  retreating  upon  Bncharcet;  but  these  intimations,  if  correct,  convey 
volunu-s  of  intelligence.  If  fourteen  tuptriar  officers  were  killed,  iMwmuy 
injerior  officers  and  how  many  men  must  have  shared,  in  all  probabilitv, 
the  same  fate!  And  how  many  of  all  ranks  must  have  been  wounded! 
Those  acquainted  with  the  rules  of  military  calculations  would  constructs 
fearful  list  of  casualties  from  the  unit  given  in  the  despatch.  In  tbesffsir 
at  Oltenitza,  tor  instance,  though  no  'superior  officer’  wasrej^ed  killed, 
and  only  six  wounded,  the  total  uumhers  of  those  placed  kertdtenmbti 
seem  to  have  exceeded  700.  Nevertheless,  this  battle  mast  have  beet 
fought  and  won,  if  we  are  to  accept  the  present  accounti  strictly,  by  some

She  turned  back,  and  tore  off  her  gown  and  bonnet 
and  again  went  into  the  sea  to  rescue  her  mistress,  when  a  heary  fft 
threw  her  on  her  back,  and  she  lost  sight  of  the  drowning  lady.^  On 
ascending  the  steps  she  saw  Lady  Langford  lying  on  her  back  in  the 
water,  not  more  than  four  yards  from  her.  Ran  to  look  for  help  and 
called  some  men  from  a  neighbouring  field.  The  bsihing  place  ii  a 
natural  excavation  in  the  rocks,  into  which  the  swell  of  the  tea  comes 
and  recedes  with  great  violence.  Was  living  with  Lady  Langford  for 
four  years.  Could  not  say  whether  the  tid*>  was  a  high  one  or  not. 
It  was  higher  than  she  ever  saw  it  leforr.  When  the  rorn  came  the 
deceased  was  visible,  but  none  of  the  men  could  swim,  and  refus.-d  to 
go  into  the  sea.  At  that  time  the  deceased  appeared  to  be  insensible, 
and  was  floating  on  the  water.  A  man  named  Bryan,  a  gardener  in 
the  employment  of  the  deceased,  came  when  the  body  had  been  an 
hour  in  the  water,  and  went  into  the  sea  to  bring  it  out.  He  caught 
hol.l  of  it,  and  shoved  it  before  him  for  a  short  distance,  when  he  wu 
obliged,  in  consequence  of  the  heavy  sea  which  was  breaking  at  the 
time,  to  make  for  the  shore.  At  the  time  Bryan  went  into  the  sea  the 
body  was  much  further  out  than  when  the  other  men  came.  B^sn, 
on  being  sworn,  said  that  about  one  o’clock  on  the  day  previous  ht 
heard  of  Lady  Langfor.l  being  drowned,  and  be  im mediately  ran  down 
to  the  strand.  When  he  saw  the  body  it  was  about  twenty  perches 
out  in  the  sea,  and  very  near  the  surface.  He  stripped  off  and  reached 
the  body,  and  pushed  it  before  him  towards  the  shore.  The  back  surjte 
receding  from  the  shore  was  too  strong  for  him,  and  he  could  make  no 
way  with  the  body  through  the  water,  ami  was  obliged  to  abandon  his 
purpose  to  save  himself.  At  the  time  he  had  to  lesve  the  body  it  wss 
not  more  than  six  perches  from  the  shore.  There  was  a  heavy  swell 
on  at  the  time,  but  no  breakers,  and  was  about  high  water.  Waited 
until  a  boat  came  from  Balbriggan  and  brought  in  the  body.  At  the 
time  he  swam  out  the  lady  was  quite  dead.  Mr  M'Evoy,  surgeos, 
said  on  hearing  that  Lady  Langford  was  drowned,  he  drove  at  once  to 
the  bathing  place  and  saw  the  body  floating  about  150  vards  from  the 
shore.  It  was  brought  ashore  in  a  boat  and  immediately  conveyed  to 
Ardgillan  Castle.  A  hot  bath,  and  every  other  means  to  restore  ani¬ 
mation  were  tried,  but  tc  no  purpose,  as  life  was  quite  extinct  on  the 
body  being  taken  out  of  the  water.

I  look  upon  the  corpora¬ 
tion  as  one  body,  and  would  pay  the  debts  due  on  one  soiwe  of 
retenuo  with  the  proceeds  of  another.- — Mr  IjOwis  :  You  beheTe 
the  corporation  to  be  in  a  solrent  position  ?  ^yitne88  :  I  belieTC 
the  corporation  is  in  a  position  that  cannot  be  insolvent,  but  you 
cannot,  from  the  state  of  their  accounts,  say  how  far  it  is  from  in¬ 
solvency  ?— The  Chairman:  You  think  there  would  be  enough  after 
discharging  all  the  liabilities  of  tho  corporation  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  the  corporation?— Witness  :  I  believe  that  by  the  plan 
1  propose  there  would  be  an  enormous  annual  saving,  and  that 
there  would  be  enough  for  an  efficient  corporation. 

The  commission  then  adjourned  till  Thursday. 

The  Commission  sat  again  on  Thursday.  Mr  Pisher,  solicitor  to  the 
firm  of  Combe  and  Delafield,  the  great  brewers,  was  examined,  and 
gave  evidence  respecting  the  dispute  between  bis  principals  and  the 
corporation  of  London,  on  the  subject  of  the  removal  of  corn  from 
their  wharfs.  Messrs  Combe  and  Co.  took  a  lease  of  a  wharf  from 
the  office  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  near  Waterloo  bridge,  for  the 
purpose  of  storing  their  corn.  They  had  a  malting  establishment  in 
S'armouth,  from  which  they  brought  the  malt  in  their  own  ships. 
They  stored  it  in  their  own  stores.  The  City  corporation  insisted  on 
Tsmoving  every  particle  uf  this  malt  for  them,  and  at  their  own  price. 
In  1836  the  corporation  and  the  Company  of  Porters  filed  a  bill 
against  Messrs  Combe  and  Delafield.  Messrs  Comlie  finding  they 
could  remove  the  malt  at  a  great  deal  less  cost  than  that  at  which 
the  Fellowship  of  Porters  wouhl  do  it,  resisted.  They  therefore  put 
in  an  answer  to  the  bill  of  the  corporation.  Whilst  this  suit  was 
going  on,  the  corporation  claimed  to  measure  the  malt.  Messrs 
Condie  refused  to  allow  them  to  do  so  ;  and  the  consequence  was  that 
another  bill  was  filed  in  1839,  to  which  an  answer  was  put  in  in  1840.  j 
Litigation  has  been  going  on  ever  since,  and  the  case  is  now  before  the 
llniiso  of  Lords.  Mr  Fisher  said  :  I  ought  to  mention  that  this  wharf 
of  Messrs  Combe  is  outside  the  city  bounds.  1  believe  that  it  has  cost 
Messrs  Combe  something  like  2,000/.  to  resist  this  claim.  One  of  the 
witnesses  in  the  suit  stated  that  the  fellowship  of  porters  charged 
3s.  3d.  per  ten  quarters,  whereat  others  could  do  the  same  in  a  shorter 
time  for  3i{d.  Mr  Delafield,  who  was  present,  added  that  he  esti¬ 
mated  the  loss  at  1,000/.  a  year.  Mr  Fisher  :  I  believe  others  are  in 
the  same  position  as  Messrs  Combe,  but  they  have  given  in.  They 
had  not  the  same  means  of  resisting  as  Messrs  Ciunhe,  and  I  myself 
advised  some  not  to  resist  in  consequence  of  the  expense.  This  claim 
of  the  City  extends  to  all  sorts  of  corn  and  grain,  certain  kinds  of 
fruits,  and  all  merchandise  measiireable  or  to  be  measured,  brought 
into  London.  This  claim  of  the  City  extends  from  Staines  to  Tantlet. 
Mr  Hubbard,  governor  of  the  Dank  of  England,  was  examined,  but 
his  evidence  merely  went  to  show  that  he  as  well  as  other  eminent 
ciiy  merchants  were  disinclined  to  accept  corporate  offices.  Mr  J. 
Dillon,  a  partner  of  the  firm  of  Morrison,  Dillon,  and  Go.,  wholesale 
warehousemen,  gave  similar  evidence.  lie  said  :  “  The  great  mer¬ 
chant  class  in  the  City  of  London  is  peculiar,  and  not  like  the  mer¬ 
chant  class  in  other  large  towns.  They  are  disinclined,  for  various 
reasons  besides  tho  abuses  of  the  corporation,  to  the  acceptance  of 
corporate  duties.  This  disinclination  may  arise  partly  from  the  mag¬ 
nitude  of  their  concerns.  I  therefore  think  that  under  any  reform  the 
richer  merchants  would  bo  unwilling  to  take  part  in  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation.  I  oniint  well  explain  the  reason  of  this.  Chambers  of 
commerce  have  been  established  in  other  large  towns,  but  though  at¬ 
tempts  have  been  made  to  establish  (hem  in  London  they  have 
always  failed.  Porbaps,'too,  they  might  be  more  careless  with  respect 
to  corporate  matters  in  consequence  of  their  not  living  within  the 
City.  I  have  certainly  myself  felt  less  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation  since  I  ceased  to  reside  within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdic¬ 
tion.  Even  if  you  removed  all  the  nonsense  and  tomfoolery  of  the 
Lord  Mayor's  show,  I  don't  believe  you  would  get  the  highest  class  of 
merchants  to  take  part  in  the  business  of  the  corporation.”  Respect¬ 
ing  the  goveniment  of  the  City,  he  added:  My  opinion  is  in  favour 
of  stipendiary  magistrates.  I  think  that  the  best  plan  would  be  to 
appoint  barristers  of  a  certain  standing  as  magistrates.  This  wmihi 
take  away  magisterial  functions  from  the  Lord  Mayor  and  the  alder¬ 
men.  With  reganl  to  the  funds  of  the  City  of  Lon<lon,  they  certainly 
require  to  be  made  clearer  than  they  are.  With  some  knowledge  of 
accounts  I  can  say,  for  myself,  that  I  cannot  make  either  head  or  tail 
of  them  ;  and  I  hare  heard  others  say  the  same.  I  think  the  ac¬ 
counts  ought  to  be  fully  set  forth,  and  properly  audited.  I  nm  of 
opinion  that  the  accounts,  judging  from  what  they  are,  are  in  incom¬ 
petent  hands;  and  I  think  that  they  are  susceptible  of  great  iinprove- 
inciit.  I  approach  the  question  of  the  remedies  to  be  applied  to  the 
existing  evils  of  the  corporation  with  great  diffidence.  There  are  great 
objections  to  the  including  the  whole  metropolis  in  one  municipal 
institution.  In  the  hands  of  the  government  such  an  institution 
might  be  dangerous  to  the  liberty  of  the  people,  and  in  the  hands  of 
the  people  it  might  be  troublesome  to  tho  government.  I  would  give 
to  the  inotropolitan  boroughs  municipal  institutions,  whether  they 
asked  for  them  or  not.  I  would  make  them  try  the  experiment  for 
four  or  five  years.  I  would  improve  and  remodel  the  ex'sting  corpo¬ 
ration  of  London,  but  1  would  not  abolish  it  because  I  think,  on  the 
whole,  it  has  promoted  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  of 
the  people  generally.  There  are  some  matters  of  general  concern 
which  I  think  ought  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  some  central  autho¬ 
rity.  I  would  place  the  police  and  drainage  under  a  general  board. 

I  would  also  place  the  paving  and  lighting  under  a  central  board, 
although  I  feel  I  am  leaving  but  little  to  the  corporation  to  do.  I  see 
no  reason  to  take  the  water  supply  out  of  the  bauds  of  the  private 
companies.
